1. Scope — Dimensions and requirements of dental scissors, No. I, straight and curved on flat.

2.1 The screw used shall be slotted raised cheese head pattern as shown in Fig. 2. The profile of the screw 
thread shall conform to IS: 4218 (Part I )- 1968*. The thread shall be of such length as to allow sufficient 
shank for proper bearing surface and to adequately secure component parts of the scissors with proper 
tension for cutting. The screw shall retain proper position after setting without binding or loosening during 
the use. The screw end may be left projecting up to 0'5 mm*

2.2 Finger Loop-The finger loop shall be properly shaped and size shall conform to Size No. I of 12 of 
Section 5 of IS: 3642-1966*.

5. Hardness— The scissors shall be hardended and tempered to 550 to 600 HV.

7. Marking-Each scissors shall be legibly and indelibly marked with the number of the instrument, 
manufacturer's name, initials or trade-mark, letters 'SS' and the country of manufacture.
